Brambles refers to its announcement on 25 March 2010 concerning the issue of US$250
million of 5 year and US$500 million of 10 year guaranteed senior notes (Notes) into the
United States 144A bond market.

Brambles announces it has now received the proceeds from the Notes and is using them to
repay floating rate borrowings under its revolving bank credit facilities. This new source of
funding will replace certain bank credit facilities, including facilities that expire in November
2010.

The Notes will increase the weighted duration of Brambles’ credit facilities to approximately
4.2 years, compared with 2.8 years at 31 December 2009.

Brambles has entered into interest rate swap agreements under which it has swapped
US$450 million of the fixed interest rate Notes to a floating interest rate for five years.

After the above transactions, the percentage of total debt Brambles holds at fixed interest
rates is approximately 60% on a weighted basis.
